Speaker, Sir, A Resolu*- 
tion h?.s teen moved b this Home to-dr^y op tli'"* issue of 
compensation th^t is being peid to the jagiidars of this State* 
As has rlrcady been Ltrlcd, ihe tolri rmourt of ecmpensa- 
tion that is to be paid according to th o.nmut^tion of 
Jagir Regulation; is about Rs. 18 erores. There are about 
1, 464 jagirdars who are to be paid these 18 crores of rupees 
by way of compensation. Of these, there are 785 jagirdars 
who get only Rs. 1 . 65 crores ; 358 jagirdars who get Rs. 
2.37 crores and 264 jagirdars who get Rs. 4.86 crores. The 
rest ofth^rn, about 60 in num,ber, get about Rs. 8 crores. 
Therefore, of the 1,464 jagirdaxs, m,ore than 1,300 jagirdars 
are paid about Rs. 8 crores, and the rest of them are paid 
about Rs, 9 crores. 

It will be clear fiom. the figures quoted above that a veiy 
few Jagird?xs ge. the lion share of compemation. Tliese 
jagirdars are paid cornpensation for the jagirs that h^ve 
be^n merged into the State territory. As is very well-known 
to the hon. Mem.bers of this House, these jagirdars were not 
doing any yeom.en service to the country. They were only 
acting as middlemen between the Government and the tax- 
payer.- They used to^coUect land revenue. That duty has 
since be en tftken away from, them,, and therefore, we naturally 
expect that what was being received by them for the ser- 
vices that tihey were doing, must also be not given to them. 
But, thete are other considerations which have made the 
Government in fixing the compensation* 

Now, th^ question is whether the ccmpensation fixed has 
li^en reasonable. In.this connection, I should like to subftiit 
iMt the teim **reasonabl /*' is a very relative one. Its meaning 
Ife^ relative to the^'times^ t& the conditions, totheideaSj 
is the princi|ile«? and i^ the policies th?.t otc generally ae^pt^ 
^ bj Government atid people o| the timies. As we all know 
W eofeceptidti ^of tl;e proi>rxtaf y ^.nd other rights of a ?ax3td-

Only the otiter day, this August House passed a law in which 
it aceepted that the rights of the landholder in the land are 
only 40^,0-^ and G0% qf the rights go to the ten-.nt. Having 
taken that into consideration, it was fixed that the reasonable 
prce that the tenant should pay to the landholder, if he 
wanted to buy land from, him, should b • a certain num.ber of 
times of the land assessment. Now, I should like to ask 
whether tlxis would have been considered reasonable, say 
10 years ago. Certainly not. People then would have got 
wild if anybody had told that the landlord does not have 
all the rights that he was supposed to have. 

So, there is a change in the conception of the porprietory 
rights and the interests of the landlord in the land that he has, • 
the landlord who had probably got the land by paying a heavy 
price for it. But today what about these Jagirdars ? Did 
they buy the Jagir before from anybody, did they earn it 
with the' sweat of their brows ? Nothing like that. We need 
not go into the history of the manner in which thie Jagirdars 
were able to acquire such large areas for the collection of assess- 
ment and other things ; it is, I feel, rather unnecessary 
for the consideration of the motion that is before us. But 
whatever that may be, it is clear that the commutation that 
wa$ calculated wks done taking into consideration certain 
facts as the Commutation of Jagir Regulation itself states. 
The land assessment, i<?., the ^total revenue from lands of any 
pedicular Jagir according to the accounts maintained by the 
Jagirdar was lessened by 60 % of the amount for ^ meetig 
the administrative expenditure, and the rest of the aniount 
was mulitplied by 30 times— and in certain cases 25 times, 
and so on-^^-and thus we have got to-day to pay a huge amount 
of Rs, 18 crores- There is nothing in l^aat Regulg,tion to show 
whether the private property that has been made by these, 
J^rdars wa$ taken into account in fixing the commutation 
ammint* We all know that these Jagirdars have got pro^bly 
double or even trifale the amount of compensation that tfeey 
are now getting in the shi^pe of property— I mean both mov- 
^bla and immovable : it may be even more. Now^ where 
from did they get this propdrty ? Bid they get this private 
projperty with the money that they earned ? Not at all W^ 
||iow that these Jagirdars used to collect amounts from Hm 
^fs as land revenue and spent very Ititl^— pra&ti<3a% 
-'^-,;^ administration, and a jarge part of it had ' 
^ Tl^&^>ml enjoyment. .:^4jto thm^hey were^ 
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further Comijensation 
to Jagirdars. 

Jlon. Members, who spoke before me, have given certain 
instances to show how these jagirdars had been doing certain 
very in^proper things. I too can give examples. In my own 
district of Raichur there was that famous Sahir Jung Jagir* 
The name Salar Jung is, of course, familiar to ail members ; 
he was famous in more ways than one ; lie was famous also 
for his philanthrophy and for his love of art. But if o: e gets 
into the jagir area of that Jagirdar, he doe not find even a 
simple symptom of his love of art or his philanthorphy. There, 
the ryots were simply lynched to get the money that he want- 
ed for his foreign tours, for satisfying liis hunger of ait and 
other things. If that man had bestowed even a very small 
fraction of the love he had for these things over the peoplo 
from whom he had got all the money the story would have been 
different. , Of course, we can multiply such examples, but 
I think, that is, not necessary. 

Again, the argument has been put forward that if we do 
not give 'compensation, what are they to do ; how are they to 
earn their living ? Well, we have akeady made provision for 
their living. Hon. Members of this House may be knowing 
that many people belonging to the Jagirdar class have already 
been absorbed into the administration. People who did not 
have even a small part of the administrative abilities that 
were required for the offices that they held got into thooe 
offices simply because they belonged to that class. I have 
known at least of one such person who was working in the 
AUwjTi Metal Works and who overnight became a Dfeputy 
Collector. He does not know anything of the administrative 
requirements of his Office, but he is there because he belongs 
to the class of Jagii'dars, which class is being shown some 
consideration for th^ jagirs that have been santched away, as 
if some gteat injustice has been done. Having rehabilitated 
them in that way, where is the necessity of providing such 
huge coi^pensation ?. 

Another argument that is put forward is that the Const' in « 
tibn comes in our way- Well, it is a Constitution, which 
we have 'given unto ou^rselves and we shotdd not violate that 
sacred Constitutien. But, while making provision for the 
eompensation,, we have got to take ha to account all the factors, 
the* private property that lias already been amassed by these 
Jagird?.rs and other matters,the spirit of the times, ou? own 
necessities, the huge responsibilities that the Government has 
xiadertaken ^or te&en upon .its own shoulders by abolishing 
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further Compensation 
to Jagirdars. 

the jagirs, etc; AJU these have to be taken into account, and 
if it is not possible to completely stop the payment of com- 
pensation^amounts, at least they have to be scaled down con- 
siderably — very considerably. I should say — in order that 
the requirements of the Constitution might be met and at the 
same time justice might be done to the people who were groan- 
ing under the yoke of these jagirdars for hundreds of years.

The 
princes J the jagirdars, the inamdars, the watandars, the 
mansabdars — all these are of one single class, though (Merent- 
ly tianxed — ^have been sitting on the tin^ or weak shoulders of 
the tax-payer and have been completely suppressing not only 
the physical strength but also the moral and the social values 
that people had. This class, because of certain riglits having 
accrued to them, in their opinion, have tried to assert them- 
selves socially also and thus brought about a degeneration in 
the society at large. It was not merely for taking over the 
administration of five million people in the State that we 
went ahead to liquidate these jagirs, but it was to Hquidatc 
this class, lock, stock and barrel. It is not sufficient if the 
burden of 5 million people is carried by 18 millions. -We had 
gone to assist our fellow-beings in the Jagir areas. But the 
Jagirdar continues to enjoy without any responsibility ; he 
does not hold any responsibility to administer to the better 
needs of thq people ; he need not take the trouble of collecting 
the revenue or tax ; he can sit at home, send a signed state- 
ment, and can get the money from the Jagir Administration 
Office, and can invest that money for purposes, which may 
not be desirable. I happened to come across the activities of 
certain Jagirdars whose monies were diverted for promoting film 
industry or making more trips to Switzerland or for the consu- 
mption of more whisky, because it is a money not earned ; 
it is a money thrown into their pockets and the problem for 
them is how to expend it. I am afraid if this class is allowed 
to continue like this, it may corrupt our very politics, I am 
afraid in the next general elections, this class will come out as 
a powerful force and the present percentage that is maintained 
in this House of irepresentation of lower middle class and the 
worldn'g class may nol be there. I am very proud of this 
House for its content. Whatever political views we may hold 
on this side or that side, if we try to analyse and study the 
content of this Assembly, we find that more than 75 % repre- 
sent the lower middle class and the working class, if we take 
the history of eveiry hon. Member here. I am not sure of 
the san\e content in the next general elections. I do not want 
tJoiat this Jagirdar class should use their positions and money 
for upsettbag Ihe balance in the next elections. And this 
jjOlass, I am afraid,-and this is^my very respectful warning to 
m^ iea(iers--ljas infiltrated into my organisation ; they have 
«tetoed through the backdoor. We are not prepared to see 
ff*? organfeaeonr, the Congress, to be a representative of, or

i\v.' lair name of the Congress to be eradicated by the entry 
ui Miese, elements. I am very much worried about the contl- 
1 11^^(1 existence of the <**lass as a whole ; it is intact. Not only 
tb* (compensation that they get, but the private property, th^e 
jewellery and the ill-gotten w^ealth that they hold, all these 
are going to be a potential danger. 

I would like to ask : Is it proper on our part to submit 
deficit budgets ? I am prepared for deficit budgets if the money 
is div^t*rted for ameliorative purposes. If there is a deficit 
budget, instead of cutting the expenditure on ameliorative 
departments, why should we not cut the expenditure on jagir 
administration of in the Jagir commutation amounts ? I am 
not going into the legal aspect of it, because map.y hon. Fri- 
ends have throwTi sufficient light on it, and* I shall here only 
mention what the Banerjee Commission had stated on this 
question : 

**It has also been established in several law^s and precedants 
that whatever their historical origin, the Samsthans and jagirs 
have always been regf^rded as a property of the ruler and not of 
Jagirdars or Samsthan-holders. In this regard there is a great 
difference between the Zamindars in British India and the 
Jagirdars of Hyderabad. The property rights reside in the 
Zamindar in British India ; in Hyderabad, the Jagirdar does 
not seem to have any right to the soil ". 

If we justify paying compensation out of equity ^^ justice 
et^M I think the British East India Company also deserves 
some compensation. They were once Jagirdars in India.

Shri V, 3. Raju : But they had the big name 'imperialists' 
Secondly i we may recaU the transaction between the 
Berars and Hyderabad State ; we were getting a sum of -Es* 
25 lakhs. Tliat is, the ^izam of Hyderabdwas a big Jagirdar. 
But. we do not know what we are being given ^y the Govt 
of India in resjject of Bcmr, What I would say is that' thou^

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about and are we destined to work hard, sweaty and pay an 
amount of Rs. 114 lakhs every year, which continues to be 
there for the next 10, 15 or 20 years ? From where are we 
going to pay this amount ? ^ 

Even Mith regard to Sarf-e-Khas we had not done justice to 
our people. As a matter of fact, Sarf-e-KJias was given in 
lieu of cash payment, but the democratic elements were not 
effective in those days and the Nizam continued to receive cash 
payment as well as collection of revenue from Sarf-e-khas. 
Ev^en though Rs. 25 lakhs has been foregone by the Nizam, in 
respect of Sarf-e-khas, in my opinion the remaining amount is 
also need not be paid, because the Privy Purse is there. 

57 Jagirdars get Rs. 8.8 crores out of Rs. 17.71 erores. 
The total number of jagirdars as shown is 1464. Out of this 
big number, a small mmiber of 57 jagirdars get half the amount 
and the remaining 1400 and odd get the other half. 1400 
people get Rs. 8 crores and only 57 people get the remaining 
amount, i.e. the other half. I hope the hon. Members on 
the other 'side also had in mind these 57 jagirdars who get 
half the amount. They are not very much worried about 
the other small fry, because these people are not fit even 
for doing a clerical job in office ; they have been brought up 
in such a manner that they have been made useless for the 
society and it takes sometime for them to adjust themselves. 
We do sympathise not only with them but with their dependants 
also. We have got a human outlook. But there cannot%be 
any excuse for or sympathy with these 57 big jagirdars and 
even what we have paid to them till now is not justified* Some 
thing must be done in this respect. There may be some 
arguments that it may be affecting the policies of the present 
ruling party ^ It mignl be argued that as we were committed 
to pay these amounts to them, it should be continued. 

- It might have been^llright in 1960 ; it might have been 
aUHght in X951. But if my hon. Friends would care to go 
through the deficit budgets or deficit ^xmxcing by the 
<mt^ this 3^ar, they will surely agree with me that wq can 
3iot delay or that we cannot afford to pay a siingle pie from 
^s moment.* 250 crores of rupees deficit fiiiancing ! And 
wii^e^itrewegmngtaget and-how are we goii^ to reimburse ? 
What'' are ^ the other sources or whatr are the new 
;fi^?!toae$ for enhancing ,t^ revenue? The only source 
p|lil|%peaa:B to evwfwdy is enhaiicement ta land, revenue. 
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I had liK^iitioned in my speech <m budget that if we do not tax 
£.ovv \\t iniulit be missing the bus and we might not be £cbleto 
ihiplenK^ut the plan. What I meant actually at that time was 
that wl^eit the prices tire high there is possibihty for getting 
hr*rntt rexitime but when the prices go down it will be more 
diilii'^!^ fur us to realise. There also- I mentioned that we 
liavc tfi s<n^ new tfvenues, the new avenues being the taxing 
uf ti:o iiuhistrial manufacture. But where is the money for 
proni<4ion of Indrstries and where is the mone^y for 
crxpandiug the industries ? Time and again, we have heard 
from the hoji. ^Minister for Industries that we do not have 
sutlicient tinanees to rehabilitate the present industries. \Vlien 
Me plea<i from all directions that we are short of finance, we 
will have to begin laying our hands on certain major items 
where fr<^m we can gut certain sums. What is the use of re- 
du<.'ing the house rent allownace ? \\Tiat do we get from that ? 
What \% the use of reducing the deamess 'allowance ? Those 
euiployees who receive dearness allow^ance and house rent 
allowau(*e or proper remuneration do not save an->i;liing but 
again they put it in the market. So what these employees 
earn from our State revenues they again invest back into the 
iJtiite market, whereas thise Jagirdars place orders for Buke 
Cars : they may not place orders for Hindusthan Standard and 
I am afraid their monies will go out of India too. So instead 
of touching the purse or instead of touching the emoluments 
of our jKior employees, let us — though it may be unpleasant 
for sometime— touch the pockets of these big jagirdars. It 
has. been estimated by the Congress Organization — ^AICC 
itself -that the realisation from the Jagir revenue is no,t suffi- 
cient to meet the expenditure that is to be incurred on these 
Jagirs. As a matter of fact, the Jagir Administrator in our 
State has touched on this point. Opening of schools, dis- 
pensariesi (construction of wells, village roads^ provisicfn for 
wafer^supply, drainage and sanitation, in theso areas are some 
of the problems that are receiving immediate attention of the 
adminfctration, Thig would mo involve he^avj^ finaneial 
liability on Gevemmmt and the share in Jagir revenue beifig 
taken over provisianally by the Govemmgnt would hardly 
suffice in due? course to meet the increasing expenditure on all 
these dire needg of tlie people* It is admitted that what we 
receive from Jagfe^ as revenue is not sufficient to'^meet the ex- 
penditure that we have to iiujur, 4>w thing-is : on the n^ativ« 
side, we have to reduc^e heavy taxation ; ion the pcj^^itive* side, 
we have to meet the adtttinistration «^ also we have to provide 
socml BxiA economic devdiopspnl ''Siaw. .So let us appoinlr 
m E^sKpert Committee and mk iammmm1^&^ to go into tibfe 
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problem and then allow this House to know whether Jagir 
integration is a favourable factor or an unfavourable one finan- 
cially* It was necessary and also inevitable that the Jagir area 
people ought to be equal with the diwani people. ^^So far it 
is good. But speaking from the financial point of view, it 
was not a successful proposition. That being the case, and 
when the basic income was worked out on the level of heavy 
taxation and when those areas, if they have been integrated 
with the diwani areas become less revenue-yielding the 
taxation being reduced, and also when in the next ten years 
there is no prospect of high price level being maintained and 
when there is a marked tendency in the fall in the realisation 
of revenue, taking such long-range commitment financially 
was not correct. But legal pundits might have said at that 
time that we have to provide compensation — due ^compensa- 
tion and • reasonable compensation and naturally whether 
popular Governments or not popular Governments, they 
will be always influenced by a certain administrative machinery 
and that .steel framework it is difficult for anyone to escape 
from. That might have been the position. But gradually 
we have become wise and the popular element has begun to 
understand and it is having a grip over the situation. At 
this moment, the Government should be bold enough to go a 
bit further ; and I for one am not prepared to recommend or 
plead that the compensation that is being paid to jagirdars 
m>m A to Z should be completely abolished. It is no good 
taking such a drastic measure, but in respect of big Jagirdars 
a very drastic cut to the extent of 75 per cent can be easily 
made. After all if 57 people for the moment starve-let us 
assume for the sake of argument-it does not matter much* 
Democracy is for the betterment of the majority. If the 
minority has got to sacrifice for that purpose, it is worth- 
while. Sa when 57 ^people are to suffer or 57 families are to 
suffer for the sake of millions of i>eople in the State, ^ I think 
we need not give much consideration for that and it is not 
neeessary^for the hon* Members of the Opposition to doubt or 
ifepect that the Members of the Congress Party are having a 
soft corner for those 57 people. And they nesed not ••---• 

An kan*^ Member : Are you sure t 

„ Sim V,B. Baju: If the lion. Members had been sure, fhey 
«fB*ki hare, talren' another w^thod. By merely passing a 
t6»lwSon,' it might hot bnng about the result." After all, 
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it is reeonmiendatory in its natixre and the Government's 
point of view we have not heard as yet. I do not arrogate to 
myself to give the Governm.ent's view-point. The hon* 
Minister might give or rr^i^ht not give the Governnaent's point 
of v\e^^\ But when there has not been any difference of 
opinion on this matter-and redly there is not a y -difference 
of opirion, instead of m^^-king it as a public controversy or 
instead of trying to just satisfy ourselves th^.t we have said 
verj^ hnrsh and hard about it, this oug .t to have been the appro- 
ach : we could have sat together and we could have found 
way-: f nd merns how best we could convince those who do 
not sec eye to eye with us. When two sections are provided 
as in the House — the Opposition and the Treasury Benches, 
there is an imaginary wall there dividing then:i, two and the 
atmo'^pher^ in this House and the debate in this House, in . 
my o pinion, many a time would not bring about that fusion 
which we expect. So we could have tackled it in some other 
way. Apart from that, I would say that the membeis on the 
oppoute side, — let them not have a wrong view^ of -this side 
and I request that they will give some margin for us, since 
we hpxe to — the Congress Party has to obtain from its own 
High Comman*^ \ hat will be the best in the i ire xi\ stances. 
I am. not trying to put it as an excuse or I am not trying to 
take it as shelter but there are certain ways and mer,ns or there 
are certain approaches which would bi ing the result though 
late and though it may not be in the same manner as 
hon* Slembers of the Opposition think. This Jagir Aboli- 
tion j^nd payment of compensation is an all India affair. 
It is not confined to Hyderabad alone. That being the case, 
the matter may be considered at an All India level, I do 
not think that any amendment to the Constitution is neces- 
sairy. Wh:.tever amendment has been naade is quite suffi- 
cient and within that amendment or within the changed 
Action, there is ample scope to reduce drastically the com- 
pemation that we have been paying. It is a question of 
policy jjt is a qii^ion of, changing the present policy or 
deviatinif from the presfeEt iK>licy, But whatever it miay be* 
it need$ a wider consideration. That is what I want to 
empha^se* It is not that we do not like to do it er that we 
are prevented to do it but what we desire and the hon. Memberq 
on thi$ side desire is that it must be considered from a wider 
point of view from an All India po*nt of view/ But we have 
^t valid reasons and we have got pressing circumstances 
that we pipss mr ease to such an extent that we get the relifef 
a* the aarhest - " • • ^ . 
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About the >gir rights and jagir taxation one^hon. Member 
stressed on that point. As a ni.atterof fact, the resolution has 
been brought into the House for the reduction of jagir taxation. 
I think it is not relevant to the subjj^ct at the moment since 
this is only directed for the reduction of the commutation 
amount but not reduction in the revenue collection of the 
State. That must be tackled from a separate angle. That 
need not be mixed up with this. 

In the end, I would plead that the Government would 
find ways and means or make such a.ppr caches that it will 
be possible to convince those whose advice the ruling party 
has been respecting and bring in a legislation at the earliest 
for reduction in the comctnutation amount particularly in 
the case of those 57 jagirdars. I do not want 4he public 
outside to misunderstand or the small jagirdars to misun- 
derstand that the resolution is intended to deprive then of the 
small amount that they are getting. 

With these few words I would once more request the hon. 
Mem.bers of the Opposition not to always bring in party 
lines of approach or try to give out a picture that the Con- 
gress members are intending to continue these old relics, 
while the opposition members alone are anxious to get rid of 
them,
